Ißraelites; and the Sun and Moon were ſeen to ſtand 2 5 54 
ſtill for near a whole Day, to afford the 1/raclites a 
continuance of Day-light, to purſue the Victory. 
Q. Did Joſhua- meet with any more Oppoſition, after 
he had by this defeat reduced the Nations of the Suuth 
Parts of Canaan? 
; A On his Return to Gilga!, the King of Hazar in 
Conjunction with the other Kings in the North Parts, 
had brought a numerous Army againſt him, which ren- 
cefvouzed at the Waters of Meram, but Jaſbua obtain'd, 
a great Victory over them, took the City of Hazor, 
and burnt it to the Ground, and in about five Years 
more, ſubdued all the Nations of Canaan; and having 
nov triumphed over, in all 31 Kings, he put an End 
to the War, and divided the Land of Canaan amongſt 
the Tribes of {/razl, and ſettled their Families.

Hereupon Prætus 
fent him to his Son- in Law Fobates, King of Lycia, un-

A. Jupiter, incenſed at the Murder of Artus, cau-

A. The Lora was pleaſed ſoon after to bring the 
Philiſtines upon them, and they ſlew 34,000, among 
whom were the Sons of Eli; and when he heard of this 
defeat, he fell from his Chair, and brake his Neck. 

| Q. What more have you concerning Eli? | 
| A. He was the firſt of the Stock of 7thamar, the 
| Son of Aaron, who obtained the High Prieſthood. All 
his Predeceſſors being of the Race of Eleaxer, the elder 
Brother of Ithamar. Now it came to paſs alſo, that the 
oP Ark (whereby God himſelf was repreſented) fell into the 
Hands of the Heazhens. 
Q. Whither did the Philiſtines carry the Ark? 
A. To Azotus; and there ſet it up in the Houſe of 
Their Idol, Dagon; but on the firſt Night the Idol fell 
out of his Place, and lay under the Art: The nent 
Day, being replaced, it fell a ſecond Time, and the 
Head and Hands were broken off. After this, God 
ſtruck the Philiſtines with the Hemorrboides, of which

A. Though he had formerly been reprimanded for 
aſſiſting an Llolatrous King, he now again joyned with 
Ochazias, the Son of Abab, to ſend a Fleet to Opher ; 
but, as the Prophet Eliezar foretold him, his Ships 
were all loſt ; and then he took Part with Fehoram 
the Brother of OchaZztias, againſt the Moabites. 

Q. What was the 1ſue of this War? 

A. After the Edomites alſo had joyn'd them, they de- 
termined to march by the Way of Idumta, when that 
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ches, and the Water flowed therein. After this they 
overthrew the Moabites, and the King thereof ſaetifi- 
ced his own Son on the Walls of the City. 

Q. How long did Jehoſhaphat reign ?

Q. How did he Govern the People? 
K 2 A : He 
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Anno A. He began his Reign in Blood; firſt murdered his 
Mun. Brothers, and then many great Men of the Land; then 
made Iunovations in Religion, and his Subjects Idolaters 


by Compulſion. 
Q. Upon whom did he firft make War ? 


A. The Edomites, his Tributaries, who had before 
deen govern'd by a Vice- Roy, rebelled againlt him, and 


now ſet up a King of their own; and he in Perſon made 
__ an expedition againſt them. 


Q What Succeſs had be berein? 

A He took with him his Princes, and all his Cha- 
REDS with which he beat them, and forced the Rebels 
to flee into Places of Safety. 


Q. What Advantage did be make of this De- 
feat ? 
A. Contented with the Honour of the Conqueſt, he 
returned Home again; and by this his ill Conduct, the 
 £Edomites repair'd their Loſſes, and recovered their Free- 


dom ſo far, as they could never after bereclaim'd by the 
Kings of Fudah. 


Q. What do you remark from hence? 


A. That the Prophecy of 1/anc now began to be ful- 


I'd, wherein he foretold, that Eſau, in ſucceeding 


Ages, ſhould break the Yoke of Jacob: This Freedom of 


the Edomites, though purchaſed ſomewhat dearly en- 


couraged the Inhabitants of Libna, a great City to re- 
bel againſt Fehoram, and ſet itſelf at Liberty alſo ; 
which they accompliſh'd without being either beſieged 


| or moleſted. 


Q. What Miſeries befel e during bis Reign, 
: bf des theſe Revolutions ? 


A. A Prophecy in Writing came to him from an un- 


known Hand, (who it is probable was Elizeu,) which 


threatned his People, his Wife, his Children, and his 
own Body. 


Q. Was the Accompliſhment of this Prophecy as ter- 
Fible as the Sentence? 


A. Soon after, the Philiſtines and Arabians mvaded 


Fudea, took the King's Houſe, wherein they found all 
or many of his Wives and Children; all which they 
ſlew, and took with them great Spoils: When theſe

Q. Who became King of Judah after the Death of www 


Jehoram ? 


A. Ochazias, or Abazia, his Son, who ſcems to 3119 
have been young, for he was govern'd by his Mother 
and her Miniſters, who gave him Counſel by which he 


periſh'd. 
Q. How did he act in Matters of Religion? 
A. He altered none of his Father's Courſes on that 


Account; and in Matter of State he likewiſe upheld 
the League with the Houſe of Ahab. 


QA. In. what Enterprizes did he aſſiſi his Couſin, the 


King of Iſrael, whoſe Name was alſo Jehoram ? | 
A. He joined with him againſt Ramoth Gilead, which 


they took, and leaving it in a ſtrong Garriſon, the King 
of {ſrael withdrew to the City of Jezreel, to be cured 


of a Wound he received in the Action; and AhaZiah © 


returned to Feruſalcm. 
Q. What was done in the Army, which now „ lay in 
Ramoth-Gilead, during the abſence of the two Kings? 
A. A Diſciple of Elizeus the Prophet, came in a- 
mong the Captains as they. were fitting together, and 


called out Fehy, a principal Man, and anointed him 3120 


King over {/rael, rehearſing to him the Prophecy of 
Elias againſt the Houſe of Abab; telling him it was 


the Pleaſure of God that he ſhould be the Executioner 3 * 


and he was immediately proclaimed King. 
Q. Had King Jehoram 0 warning of this Revolt 9 
A. No; great. Care was taken that the News of it 
ſhould be kept from him, and Jehy marched ſwiftly 


away to take the Court while they were fealting, and 


rejoycing for their late Succeſs againſt Ramoth-Gilead, 
and for the King's Recovery from his Wounds. And it 
was on this Occaſion, that Fezebel the Queen Mother, 


was dreſſing her ſelf in all her Finery, to come down 


amongſt them. 


Q: Were not Jehu and his Company diſtoverta before 


this arrival at Jezree) ? 

A. A Watchman from a Tower ſaw them as they 
were approaching the City ; and the King had Advice 
hereof, and ſent out firſt one, and then a ſecond Meſ-

A. He alſo received a mortal Wound, which occa- 
Honed his Death, in his Flight to Megiddo: Then Febu 


commanded Fezebe[s Servants to caſt her headlong out 


of the Window, and trampled her Carcaſe under Foot, 


as he ſat on Horſeback, which was afterwards devoured

A. There were ſeventy of the Line of Ahab living in 
Samaria, out of which Number, Jehu by Letter, or- 


Gered the Citizens to ſet up one of them for King, and 


Prepare to fight in his Defence; but they being exceed - 
ingly afraid of Jebu, offer'd him their Services, and in 
leſs than one Day's Warning, ſent the Heads of all thoſe.

flew all the Princes of the Blood- Royal: then brake into 
the Houſe of God, and all thoſe Things, that were dedi- 
cate for his Service, ſhe beſtowed upon Baalam. 
Q. How long did this wicked Woman reign over 
them? ED | 
A. In this Time of Perfection of the Lord's People, 
Fehoiada was Prieſt, whole Wife Feboſhabeth (when 
Athalia determined to deftroy all the Kings Song con- 
veyed Foas, an Infant Prince, out of the Nurlery into 
the Temple, where he was ſecetly brought up: and in 
Proceſs of Time, Fehoiada called to him five of the 
Captains, whom he could beſt truſt ; and having bound 
them in an Oath produced the King's Son before them, 
and covenanted with them, to advance him to the King- 
dom. 0 | 
Q. By what means did they accompliſe their Deſigns ? 
A. Febciada deliver'd to the Captains, Arms for 
themſelves and Adherents; ſet alſo a Guard of Levites 
about the Perſon of Joa,, and then brought him out 3126 
openly before the people, and gave him the Crown, 
with all accuſtomed Ceremonies On this Rumour, a 
general Joy appeared in the Countenances of all, and 
the People without Apprehenſion of Danger, were 
huzzaing the xew king, under the Windows of the 
Court. | 


Q. Was not Athalia ſurpriſed at this Noiſe, and at 


the extraordinary Concourſe of the People? 

A. She imagined ſomething worthy her Care had 
happened, and determined to uſe her own Wiſdom in 
looking into the Matter ; accordingly going down, ſhe 
was lain at the Horſe-gate. Thus died two wicked 
Queens, Fezebe/, and Athalia, one famed for Inconti- 
nency, the other for Ambition. 


CC How did this young Prince manage the Govern- 


ment? OW 
A. Under 
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A. Under the Guardianſhip of Fehoiada, who as 


Mun. faithfully ruled the Kingdom, as he had carefully pre- 
ſerved the King's Life. 


Q. Give ſome Account of the firſt Aftions of Joas, 
toben he came to age? 

A. He took two Wives by the Advice of his Guar- 
dian, for repairing the Family of David, and then 
began to repair the Temple; afterwards enriched it 


with Gold and filver Veſſels, and offered Sacrifices as 
they had been under godly Kings; and the Service of 
3164 God was now magnificently celebrated; but this laſted . 


no longer than the life of Fehde. 

Q. Did Joas turn Apoſtate after the Loſs of this good 
Man and worthy Counſellor ? 

A. His Princes began to flatter him, and drew him 
to the Worſhip of Idols, and God, whom he had for- 
ſaken, gave him into the Hands of Hazael, King of 


Aram; who having taken Gath of the Philiftines, 
marched to Feruſalem, and laid Siege to it. 


Q. How long did joas defend himſelf, or how get quit 


: of his Enemy? 


A. He took all the Gold, and hallowed Things that 


could be found in the Temple, and purchaſed Peace for 


the preſent ; and when Hazae/ was departed, he com- 
manded Zacharia, to be ſtoned to death, for endea- 
vouring to reclaim the People from their Superſtition. 

Q. What Puniſhment was inflicted upon him by the 
God of Iſrael for this Offence. 

A. Benhaaal, Son of Hazael, King of Damaſcus, 
came againſt him with an Army of Aramites, and gave 
him a ſhameful overthrow, ſlew all his Princes, and 


3165 departed out of Fudea, loaden with great Spoils; and 


Foas on his return home, was killed in his Bed. 
Q. What memorable Perſons lived, or Actions are 


mentioned to be done in the Reign of Joas 


A. Mezades and Diognetus, lived in Athens; Eude- 


mus and Ariſtomedes, in Corinth; Agrippa Silvius, and 


after him, Silvius Alladius, were Kings of the A4/banes 


in Ita; Anacyndarares in Afſyria 3 Cephrenes in 


Egypt; Pigmalion in Tyre; and Dido, in this Age laid 
the foundation of Carthage. 


Q. Who 
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Q. Who tool paſſeſton of the Kingdom of Judah on Anno 
ede Death of Joas ? „555 
A. Amazia, who was a Prince well affected to Reli- wwe 
gion, and Juſtice 3 and continued in peace twelve or thir- 3166 
teen Years : and while he gathered Strength by the 
_ Bleflings of it in Fudah, one named Foas, who was 
now King of 1/rae/, grew as faſt in Power, by purſuing 
| the War againſt the Aramites, over whom he obtained 
e three Victorics, and ſo much weakned the Kings of Da- 
| maſcus, that they were never more terrible to //rael. 

Q. Did not this happy Succeſs of Joas kindle a deſire 
in Amazia to undertake ſome Expedition ? 

A. Yes, and he marched againſt the Edomites, and 3177 
overthrew them, killing ten thouſand, and taking the 
like Number Priſoners, whom he cauſed to-be caſt from 

an high Rock. Among other rich Spoils taken in this 

War, Amazia carried away their Gods, and /et them 
up to be his Gods, and worſhipped them, and burnt In- 
cenſe to them; and being rebuked-for it by the Prophet, 
he threatned him; and in the pride of his Heart, asked 
him, who made him a Councellor ? commanding him 

i to Silence. 

| Q. What was his Reward for this Apoſtacy ? 

A. It cauſed his Ruin, for ſoon after he ſent a Chal- 
lenge to Foas, but when the two Armies came in fight 

of each other, God, whoſe help Amazia had ſo de- 
ſpiſed, ſtruck his Forces with ſuch Terror, that they all 
deſerted him, and fled-into Fudah, and himſelf was 
purſued and taken Priſoner. 


Q. How did Joas uſe the King of Judah, now he had 


him in his Porter? 
1 A. He carried him immediately to Feruſalem, and 
j threatned him with Death, if he did not cauſe the City 
| Gates to be opened to him, and his Followers, 
which were opened accordingly : but Foas, not content 
with this, cauſed four hundred Cubits of the Wall to- 
be thrown down, thro? which he entred the City in | 
his Chariot, carrying Amazia before him in Triumph; | 
and after having ſack'd his Palace, and taken Haſtages, 
gave the poor Creature his life, and diſmiſſed him.

A. They drove him out of Feraſalen to Lachis, for 
Refuge ; but here he found no favour more than that 
the People did not kill him, with their own Hands, but 
when the Conſpirators purſued after him, he was aban- 
doned to Death, and his Body carried to Feruſalem, 
33108 where they buried him with his Fathers, and Uzziah 
before King of Judah, when he was about ſixteen 
years old. a . | | 
Q. What Succeſs had he in his Enterprize? 
A. He ſerved the God of his Father David, and 
proſpered accordingly, re-built Elath on the Red-Sea, 
over- came the Philiſtines, whoſe Towns he diſmantled, 
and built others in many Parts, and repaired the Wall 
of Feruſalem, and fortified it with Towers, ſome one 
Hundred and fifty Feet high ; then proceeded againſt 
the Arabians and Ammonites with the like Succeſs. In 
ſhort, his Victories were far more important, than any 
ſince the Time of David. NO es 
QQ What Advantages or Improvements did he make 
F theſe Conqueſts ? 
A. He repaired the Expence of the War with triple 
Intereſt, turned the Lands he had taken to the beit 
Uſe, by feeding Cattle, keeping Ploughmen, and plant- 
ing Vineyards: And the State of 1/rae/ never flouriſh- 
ed ſo well as at this Time, ſince the Divifon of the 
twelve Tribes into two Kingdoms : for he had the Art 
to uſe as well as the Happineſs to get. 
8 Q. Wha was King of the ten Tribes in Iſrael at 1010 
ime? | 

A. Feroboam the Son of Foas, who obtained many 
Victories over the Syrians; and won the Royal City of 
Damaſcus, and Hamath, carrying his Conqueſt unto the 
vaſt Deſarts of Arabia, the End whereof was undiſco- 
vered. 

Q. How long did Jeroboam reign in Iſrael? 

A. Forty one Years ; and after his Death an 4Anar- 
chy or Interregnum hapened, which laſted twenty-three 
3222 Years, before his Son Zacharia aſcended the Throne. 

This was the laſt King of the Houſe of Jehu, and reign- 
ed only fix Months, being lain by Sallum, who 8

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after him, the Space of a Month in Samaria. To him Anne 
ſucceed Menahem, the Son of Gaddi, who paid him the Men. 
juit Reward of his late Treaſon. 


Q. What Account have you of the Actions of Mena- 
hem ? 

A. The firſt thing he ſet about was to revenge him- 
ſelf of the Partizans of his Predeceſſors at Tiphſab, and 
the Coalt thereof; ſo great was his Hatred and Cruelty 
to theſe People, that he deſtroyed the Town, and ripp'd 
up all the Women with Child, becauſe they refuſed to 


open their Gates. This Year began the firſt Olympiad. 3228. 


Q Did he wage any War? 

A. The King of ria came againſt him, but he 
purchaſed his Peace with a thouſand Talents of Silver, 
which he levied upon all the ſubſtantial Men in his 


Kingdom and ended his Tyranny with his Life ; after 3232 


a Reign of ten Years, and was ſucceeded by Petabia, 
who reigned but two Years, before he was ſlain by Pehab, 
whoſe Treaſon procured him the Crown. 
Q. What further have you recorded of the Life of 
Uzzia King of Juda? 

A. His Heart was lifted up, and he thought to 
enlarge his Authority, by meddling in the Prieſt's Of- 
fice, and went into the Temple of the Lord to burn In- 


cenſe, upon the Altar of Incenſe ; and when Azaria 


the High-Prieſt interrupted him, he threatned him 
with Death. 

Q. How was he puniſhed for this . which was 
contrary to the written Law of God ? 

A. While he was wroth with the Prie}ts, the Leproſy | 
roſe up in his Forehead before zbem, which cauſed him 
to leave the Place haſtily, and live in a Houſe by him- 
ſelf, till he died, the Government of the Kingdom be- 
ing committed to his Son Jotham. 

Q. What Character have you of this Prince? 

A. He was a Perſon in whom no Virtue was want- 
ing he worſhipped God religiouſly, he governed the 
People righteoufly, and was provident for the City, and 
tho his Reign lalted but 26 Years, he was proſperous 
and happy in all his Deſigns.

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A. He forced the Ammonites to pay him Tiäbute, 
an 109 Talents of Silver, and 2000 Meaſures of Wheat 
and Barley.

A. In his Days lived Mycerinus in Egypt, Silvius 
Aventinus in Alba, Agamemnon in Corinth, Ariphron 
in Athens, WMelectus in Lacedemon, in whole Time 


the Spartans took Gerautbæ, Amycl&, and ſome other 
Towns from the Achaians; but more notable than all 
theſe was Sardanapalus King of Mria, who ſucceeded. 


his Father Anacrynaaraxes, in the twenty hrit Year of 
AmaZzia, according to Sir Walter Ralegh.  _ 
| What is written ſo very remarkable of him? 

A. That he was a moſt effeminate Prince, lived al- 
ways among his Strumpets, and imitated them in both 


Apparel and Behaviour. 


Q. Did his Subjects ever ſee him in this Diſguiſe? 
A. Senlible of his own Vileneſs, he kept himſelf 


From the Sight of any Man, but Arbaces Governor of 


Media; at length, to ſatisfy his Curioſity, got a View 
of him dreſſed in Woman's Attire, and playing the 
Part of a Harlot which provoked him ſo much, that 


he reſolved to free himſelf from his Subjection to ſa 
baſe a Creature. 


Q Who did he procure to jeyn with him in this in- 
tended Rebellion? | | 
A. He gained the Medes and Perſians over to his 


3258 Party, and prevailed with Belz/is a Chaldæan to enter 


into a Confederacy with him, who prevailed with the 

Babylonians and Arabians, to venture themſelves in the

= Q How did Sardanapalus Shave himſelf againſt theſe 
ebels? 

A. Not in the manner they expected, for in the Be- 
ginning of the War, he gained the Advantage over 
them in three Battles; but an Army out of Bactria 
coming to his Aſſiſtance, the Rebels found Means, by 
promiſe of Liberty, to bring them over to their Side; 
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by whom being ſtrengthened, they forced the Camp of Anno 
Sardanapalus; wherein he left his Wife's Brother Sala- Mun. 
menus to keep the Field, and withdrew himſelf to the — 
City of Nineveh, till more Forces ſhould arrive. 
Q. What Defence did Sardanapalus make here? 
A. It had been propheſied, That Nineveh ſhould 
never be taken, till the Riser became an Enemy to the 
Ton; forthe all; were 100 Foot high, and ſo wide, 
that three Chariots might paſs in Front upon them; 
yet when Arbaces had beat his Army, and ſlain Sala- 
menus, he laid Siege to it; but lay before it two Vears, 
without any hopes of reducing it. | 
F Q How did Arbaces make himſelf Maſter of it at 
aff 
A. In the third Year, the River Tigris ſwoln with 
Rain, drowned that Part, thro' which it ran, and threw 
down twenty Furlongs of the Wall; by which Acci- 
dent, Sardanapalus being terrified, ſhut himſelf up in 
his Palace, with his Wives, Concubines and Treaſure, 
and then ſet it on Fire, wherein they wereall conſumed. 
He was the laſt of the Line of Ninus. 
Q. When the Empire of Aſſyria was diſolved, on the 
Death of Sardanapalus, how was Alia governed? 
A. There aroſe two Empires in its ſtead, one found- 
ed by Arbaces, who is called in Scripture Tig/ath-Pile-

Q. How was it divided? 
A. Beleſis fixed his Royal Seat at Babylon, and had 
Chaldza and Arabia. Arbaces lived at Nineveh, and 
had the reſt.

A. Abaz. And now Romulus, Grandſon of Numitor, 
King of Alba, having made himſelf ſole Lord of a few

 fignifies, The Juſtice of the Lord. 

Q. Did Zedekiah keep bis'Oath ? 

Ai. No; he immediately made a League with the 
3413 neighbouring Princes againſt him, with Deſign to 
revent his coming any more into thoſe Parts 

QQ What was the Conſequence of Zedekiah's Perjury 
and Rebellion ? 

A. It was the abſolute Ruin both of himſelf and his 
Kingdom: Now died Cyaxares, King of Media, and 
was ſucceeded by his Son 4/yages, called in Scripture 
Abajurrus; as did allo P/ammis, King of Egypt, whom

Samaria, finding the Ammonites had alſo entred into 
the Confederacy with Egypt againſt him, he was ſome 
Time in doubt which firſt to fall upon.

A. The Temple of Belus; but the Tower in it was 
built many ages before: At the Foundation it was a 
Square of a Furlong on each Side, that is half a Mile 
in the whole Compaſs, and conſiſted of eight Towers, 
one built above over the other. | 

A. How bigh were the Towers ? 

A. They were each 75 Foot high, and in them were 
many great Rooms, with arched Roofs, ſupported by 
Pillars: Theſe were all made part of the Temple after 
the Tawer became conſecrated to that Idolatrous Ule : 
The uppermoſt Story was the molt facred, and where 
their chiefeſt Devotions was performed. On the Top of 
the Tozoer over the whole, was an Of/ervatory, by the 

Benefit of which the Babylonians advanced their Skill 
in Aftronomy beyond all other Nations.

| A. The Images and ſacred Utenſils were all of ſolid 
Gold, and are ſuppoſed to amount to above one and 
twenty Millions of our Money, and the Treaſure in it 
to the Value of as much more. | 

Q. Give me ſome Account of tht King? $ palocs, and 

of the Hanging Gardens therein? 
A. On the Eaſt-Side of the River ſtood the old Pa- 
lace of the Kings of Babylon, which was four Miles in 
Compaſs ; and exactly over-againſt it, on the Weſt 
Side, ſtood the new Palace, which NebuchadnezZar 
built. 
Q. How large was the new Palace? 

A. It was eight Miles in Compaſs, ſurrounded with 
three Walls, one within another, and ſtrongly fortify'd 
according to the Way of thoſe Times. | 

Q. Of what Invention were the Hanging * 
fo DS ae among the Greeks ? 

A. They contained a Square of 400 Foot on every 

Side, and were carried up aloft in the Air, in the Man- 
ner of ſeveral large Terraſſes, one above another, the 
higheſt of which equall'd the heighth of the Walls of 
the City. 

Q. How were theſe Terraſſes ſupported ? 

A. By vaſt Arches; built upon Arches, one above 
another, and ſtrengthened by a Wall ſurrounding

A. On the Top of the Arches were firſt laid large

Bricks cemented together with Plaiſter; and then over 
all were laid thick Sheets of Lead, and laſtly the Mould 
of the Garden. 

Q. Hozw thick Was the Mould, or Earth, laid bere- 
on? | 

Alt was deep enough for the greateſt Trees to 
take Root in, and ſuch were planted all over it, in e- 
very Terraſs, as were allo all other Trees, Plants, and 
Flowers, that were proper for a Garden of Plea- 
ſure. 

Q. After what Manner was it water'd ? 

A. In the upper Terraſs there was an Engine, where- 
by Water was drawn up out of the River to water the 
whole Garden. 

Q. Now deſcribe the Artificial Lake, and the Arti- 
ficial Canals, above mentioned? 

A. The River Euphrates being always obſerved to 
overflow its Banks in the Months of June, Fuly, and 
Auguſt, for the preventing hereof, two artificial Canals 
were made, to drain off thoſe Overflowing into the 
Tygris. This is ſaid to have been made by Gobaris, 
or Gobrias. 

Q. Did Nebuchadnezzar make no addition to thisWWork 
for farther ſecuring the Country ? 

A. He built alſo prodigious Banks of Brick and Bi- 
tumen, on each Side of the River, which were car- 
ried from the Head of the ſaid Canals, down to the Ci- 
ty ; but the moſt wonderful Part of this Work, was 
within the City itſelf. 

Q. What was that ? 

A. On each Side of the River he built from the 
Bottom of it, a great Wall for its Bank, of the {ame 
Thickneſs with the Walls of the City; and over-againlt 
every Street that croſſed the ſaid River, he made a

A. About 12 Months after his laſt Dream, walking 
in his Gardens, and taking a Proſpect of the whole 
City, he proudly boaſted of his great Works, (ſee Dan. 
iv. 30.) But there came a Voice from Heaven to rebuke 
his Pride. | 

Q. What was it that was here told him? 

A. That his Kingdom was departed from him, and 
that for ſeven Years he ſhould have bis Dwelling among 
the wild Beaſts of the Field: Hereon he fell diſtracted, 
and continued ſo for ſeven Years, eating Graſs like the 
| Oxen, and taking his Lodging in the open Air, till 
his Hair was like Eagles Feathers, and his Nails like 
Birds Claws 

Q. Did his Underſtanding return io him again at the 

Fd of this Term? 

3441 A. Yes, and he was reſtored to his Kingdom, and to 
his former Majeſty and Honour, and hereon being 
made fully ſenſible of the A/mighty Power of the God of 
Heaven, he did by a public Decree, make Acknowledge- 
ment hereof through all the Babylonifþ. Empire: After 
this he lived only one Year. 

Q. Who ſucceeded him? 

3442 A. Evilmerodach his Son; who, as ſoon as he was 
ſettled on the Throne, releaſed Feboiachin, King of 
Judah, out of Priſon and promoted him to great Ho- 
nour, placing him at his Table before all the other 
Kings and great Men of the Empire. In this Vear

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Crefſus ſucceeded Hiyattes, his Father, in the "87 4 
of Lydia.

Q. How long did Evilmerodach reign? 
By A. His Luſts and other Wickedneſs had made him ſo 
intollerable, that after two Years his own Relations put 
him to Death, and Nerigliſſar, his Siſter's Husband, 3445 
Who was at the Head of the Conſpiracy, reigned in his 
ſtead. It is ſuppoſed Fehoiachin, his Favourite, was

a Media, died; and after him Cyaxares the ſecond, his 
Son, ſucceeded in the Civil Government of the King- 
| dom, and Cyrus, his Grandſon, by his Daughter Man- 
dana, in the Military. 

Q How did Nerigliſſar behave bimſelf in the Govern-

Preparations for a War againſt the Medes ; Cyaxares

| ance, and on his Arrival with 30,000 Perfians, Cyax- 

ares made him General of the Medes alſo, and ſent him 

with the joint Forces of both Nations, againſt the Ba- 

bylonians. 

Q. What Proviſion did Nerigliſſar make to -ppoſe this

A. He ſent Ambaſſadors to all the Neighbouring 3446 
Nations, to call in their Aid, and drew them all 1 into 
Confederacy with him for the enſuing War, 

Q. What was the Conſequence of theſe great Prepa- 
rations ? | 

4. When the Confederates on both Sides were al} 
drawn together, they came to a fierce Battle, in which 
Neriglifſar was ſlain, and the A/hrian Army routed. 

Q. Who commanded after Nerigliſſar was fill d? 

A. Cræſus, King of Lydia, being in Dignity next 
to him, took the command of the 5 Army, 
and made as good a retreat as he could.

A. He was Prince of Saſban, under the Babylonians, 
and had revolted to Cyrus about two Vears before, 
and happened to be ſlain in this War: His Wife Pau- 
tbea, out of Grief for his Death, ſlew herſelf upon 
his dead Body; Cyrus henourably buried them both to- 
gether, and a ſtately Monument was erected over them, 
near the River Pactolus, where it remained many Ages 
after.

Power of the Army, and the chief Conduct of all Af- 
fairs being ſti} in his Hands, he only was looked om as

Q. After Cyrus had futtled bis Aﬀairs i in Babylon, 
whither did he gos? | 
A. He went to pay his Father and Mother a Viſit,

7 Q. How long. did Cyrus, their Great Benefactor,

A. He died in the 7th Year after the Reſtoration of 3475 
the Fews, and was ſucceeded by his Son Cambyſes, 
who is called in Scripture Abaſuerus. 

Q. How did the Jews proceed in their Building under 
this new Government ? 

A. It went on but heavily during the Reign of Cam- 
byſes; and though he would not revoke his Father's 
Decree, he in a great Meaſure defeated the Deſign 
of it, by the great Diſcouragement which he gave 
them. 

Q. What Wars did Cambyſes wage, during his Go- 
vernnment of the Babyloniſh Empire? 

A. He had not long been King before he reſolved 
upon a War againſt Amaſis, King of Egypt, who had 
ſubjected himſelf to Cyrus, but on his Death had with- 
drawn his Obedience from him. | 


; Q. What Oppoſition did the Egyptians make againſt 
Bim? 

A. Amaſjs being newly dead, and ſucceeded by 3478 
Eſammenitus his Son (after Cambyſes had taken Pelufi- 
um, the Key of Egypt on that Side) he reſolved to op- 
pole his farther Progreſs, marched againſt him, and

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p ot gave him Battle, but being vanquiſhed, the greateſt 
Mun. Part of his Army was cut to Pieces, and the remainder 
led to Memphis. 


Q. What Advantage did Cambyſes make of this 
7 ictory?

and ſent an Herald into the City, to ſummon them

Q. Were thiſe Deſigns put in Extcation 0: 

A. The Phenicians refuſing to aſſiſt him againſt the

tent upon the other two, and he ſent Ambaſſadors into 
Ethiopia, to ſerve as Spies, to leatn the State and

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Q. What Succeſs had he in this Expedition? 


A. On his coming to Thebes in upper Egypt, he de- Mun. 
tached 50,000 Men to go againſt the Hammonians, with 


Orders to deſtroy their Country, and burn the Temple 
of Jupiter Ammon, and madly marched on with the 
reſt of his Army againſt the Ezhicp:ans; but the for- 
mer Part periſhed in a Torrent of Sand, and he was 
obliged to return to Thebes with the remainder, ha- 
ving loſt a great Part of them for want of Proviſi- 

ons. 0 

Q. Whither did be march from Thebes? 

A. To Memphis, where he diſmiſſed all the Greeks, 
and ſent them Home ; but finding the City, on his en- 
trance, all in Mirth and Jolity, becauſe their God 
Apis had then appeared unto them, he fell into a great 
Rage, and commanded the Beaſt to be brought to him, 
and at the Sight of ſuch a God, he drew out his Dagger 
and run it into the Thigh. 2; 

Q, What hind of Beaſt was this their God? 

A. The chief God of the Egyptians was Ofiris, him 
they worſhipped in the Shape of a Bull, with particular 
Marks, and when he died, buried him with great So- 
lemnity, then ſought for another with the ſame Marks, 
which ſometimes it was many Years before they 
could find, but they having found ſuch an one on 
Cambyſes's Return to Memphis, from his Ethiopic Ex- 

pedition, was the Reaſon of their Rejoycing at that 
Time; and the Egyptians ſay, he was ſtricken with 
Madneis for this Act of Impiety, ſoon after. 12 

Q. Was not Camby ſes ſuppoſed to be Mad long before 
this Time? | | | 

A. We have divers Inſtances that he was. 

Q. Mention ſome of them ? 

A. He had a Brother, the only Son of Cyras, be- 
ſide himſelf, born of the ſame Mother, whoſe Name 
was Smerdis, and who accompanied him in his Egyp- 
tian Expedition, againſt whom he contracted ſuch an 
Envy, on Account of his Strength, that he ſent him 
back into Perſia; and ſoon after, dreaming that one 
told him Smerdis ſat on the Throne, he ſent Prexaſpes 
after him to put him to Death: He alſo married his 
own Siſter ; cauſed ſeveral of the principal of his Fol-

$ A. He had a Daughter named Phedyma, who had 

been one of Camby/esrs Wives, and was now kept by

take an Opportunity when he ſhould next lye with 

| her, to feel whether he had any Ears or not, for Cyrus 

F had cauſed the Ears of Smerais, the Magian, to be cut 
off, for ſome Crime which deſerved it. 


Q. Did Phedyma make the Tryal as ſhe was di- 
| | refed? 
— A. Ves, and ſent Word to her Father, that the 
11 Perſon ſhe lay with had no Ears: Whereupon Ozanes, 
with fix more of the Perſian Nobility, entred the 
Palace, flew the Ujarper, and his Brother Patizithes, 
4 and bringing out their Heads to the People, declared the 
| whole Impoſture. 
| Q. Were not the People enraged at this Cheat ? 

A. They immediately fell on the whole Sect of Ma- 
gians, of which the Impoſtor was, and flew all of them 
they met with that Day. 

Q. What were the reigning Religions at this 
Time ? 

A. All the Idolatry of che World was divided be- 
tween two Sects, the Sabiant, who were the Worſhip- 
pers of Images, and the Magians, who were the Wor: 
ſhippers of Fire ; the former firſt began among the 
Chaldæ ans, and the latter in Perſia and India, where 

they remain to this Day. 

Q. What were the chief Tenets of the Magians ? 

A. They worſhipped by Fire, and abhorred [mages ; 
Light was in the higheſt Veneration among them, as 
being, in-their Opinion, the true Repreſentative of the 
Good: God; but Darkneſs they hated, being, as they 
thought, the trueſt Repreſentative of the EVI God, 
whom they ever had in the utmoſt Deteſtation, as we 
have the Devil; for an Inſtance hereof, whenever they

Q Whenthe ſeven Princes had ſlain the Ujurper, how 
did they ſettle the Government ?

A. His Groom being informed of what was 3 
on by the ſeven Princes, ty'd a Mare to the Place 
where they were the next Morning to meet, and brought 
his Maſter's Horſe thither to cover her, which Darius's 
Horſe at Sight of the Place, remembring, ran thither 
and neighed, whereon he was choſen King. 

Q. The Empire of Perlia being thus reftored, what 
Steps did Darius take to eſtabliſb himſelf in it? 

A. He took to Wife Attoffa and Artiſtana, who 
was Daughter of Cyrus allo, and a Virgin when he 


4 her, and the molt beloved by him of all 
his Wives: He took allo Pharmys, the Daughter of 


the true Smerdis, and Siſter to Cambyſes, and Phedyma 
the Daughter of Ot anes. 

. What Encouragement did the Jews meet with 
towards finiſhing the Temple, during the Reign of Da- 
rus ? 

A. The Samaritans ſtill 8 to hinder the 
Work, and applied themſelves to Tainai, Prejef of the 
Provinces of Syria and Pale/tine, (one of the twenty

concerning it.

A. The moſt barbarous that ever any Nation practis 
fed 3 for to make their Proviſions laſt the longer, they | 
cut off all unneceſſary Mouths amongſt them, excepting 
only that every Man was allowed to fave one of his 
Wives, and « Maid-Servant to do the Work of the 
Hauſe ; therefore drawing together the Women, Chil» 
dren, &c. They ſtrangled them all; and hereby 
ahi. y fulfilled the Prophecy of Iſaiah, Chapter 
xlvii. 9. 
Q. How did Darius take Babylon at laſt ? 
A. By the Stratagem of Zopirus, one of his Chief 3439 
Commanders, who cut off his own Noſe and Ears, 
and. mangled his Body, then fled in this Condition to 
the Beſieged, where feigning to have ſuffered all 
this by the Cruelty of Darius, he was made chief 
Commander of their Forces, and made Uſe of 
this Truſt, to deliver the City to his Maſter, 
ned could ſcarce have been taken any other 
Way.

A. They procured him both their Favour and Pro- 
tection, and returned with a Commiſſion to be Co- 
lector of all the King's Revenues beyond Jordan.

A. The Rhodians conducted her with their whole 
Fleet from Syria into Macedon, and in their Way ſtop- 
ped at Delus, an Iſland in the Agean Sea, ſacred to 
Apollo, where he bad a Temple erected to him of the 


greateſt Note in all Greece, next to that at De/phos. 


Q. What extraordinary Things were done here? 

A Laodice made many Offerings to the Temple, and 
gave many Gifts to the People of this Place; on which 
they erected a Statue to her, on the Pedeſtal of which 
was engraven the following inſcription in Greek Letters. 
Trs PropLE or Delus ERECTED This FoR QuerN 
Laodice, Tus DAUcurER oF KING Seleucus, AND THE 
Wirz or Kins Perſeus, BECAUSE OF HER VIRTUE 
AND OF HER PIETY TO THE TEMPLE, AND BENEEI- 
CENCE TO THE PEOPLE OF Delus. This is ſtill extant 
among the Arundal Marbles at Oxford. 

Q What Deaths or Removals bappened at Jeruſalem 3828 
in this Year ? 

A. Simon a Benjamite was made Protector of the 
Temple on the Death of Zoſeph, and was probably one 
of his Sons.

A. They reſolved to oppoſe Lucullus, who was going 


to beſiege Artaxata, the ancient Metropolis of Armenia, 
where Tigranes had depoſited his beſt Effects, and lelt 


his Wives and Children.

Years Time would make a while Day ? | 


A. He added them to the beginning of every fifth 


Year, and made that Year conſiſt of 366 Days; and 


this is what we call the Leap Year. In the Roman 


Kalendar this odd Day was inſerted, where their in- 
tercalcated Month Meridinus had formerly been placed, 


that was between February 23 and 24; now the put- 


ting of this lat Day, or February 24, twice in their 


Kalendar, and that Day being there called Stu, Kalen- 


las, the putting of this Sextus Dies bis, i. e. twice, is 
the Reaſon why our Leap Year is called in Latin, Aunus 
Biſſextilis, and thence by us the BzYexti/e ; but in our 


Almanacks inſtead of putting the 24th of February 
twice in ſuch Leap-Year, we carry on the Days, and 


make that Month confiſt of 29 Days every Year..

A. At the Kalends, or the firſt of Fanuary, on

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Q. What have you remarkable from Rome about this 
Time? 


4. This Year a Son was born to AMinius Pollio, one 


of the Conſuls, whom from his taking of Salonæ, a City 
of Dalmatia, he calld Saloninus, on whoſe Birth 
Virgil made his fourth Eclogue, and therein attributed 
to him, what was generally talk'd of by the Feros, 
and from them by others of the Kingdom of the 
Maſſiab, who was to reſtore again the GOLDEN AGE 
to the World. 
Q. Where was Antony all this ine? . 

A. He was at Athens, ſpending the Winter in Ex- 
cefles of Luxury, Folly, and looſe Diverſions, with his 
Wife Oꝗavia; but on Advice of Ventidiuss two Vic- 
tories over the Parthians, he thought fit to lie idle no 
longer, and leave his Lieutenant to reap all the Laurels 
of his War; accordingly the next Spring marched with 
all his Forces into the Eaſt, but Ventidius before his Ar- 
rival had gained a third Victory greater than the other 
two, in which Pacorys was killed, with above 20,000 
of his Men. This overthrow was the greateſt Blow 
the Parthians had at any Time till now received, and 
the Loſs of Pacorus was as great as that of the Army; 
for he was the worthieſt Perſon for Juſtice, Clemency, 
Valour, Sc. which the Royal Family of Ar/aces had 
ever bred, and his Death cauſed inexpreſible Grief 
to his Father Orodes. 

Q. How did Antony requite Ventidius for his great 
Succeſſes on his return into Syria? 

A. He envy'd him the Glory of his Victories, took 
the War out of his Hands, diſmiſſed him from his 
Preſidency of Syria, and ſent him to Rome, where he 
had Honours conferr'd upon him according to his 
Merit, being firſt made Tribune of the People, after- 
wards Prætor, and then Conſul. 

Q. Where did Antony take the Command of the Army 
from Ventidius ? 

A. In Commagena ; for Antiochus King of that Coun- 
try having embraced the Parthian Intereſt againſt the 
Romans, Ventidius made War upon him for it, and be- 
ſieged him in Samoſata, the Capital of his Kingdom; 
but Antony ſoon compounded the Matter with him, and

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having appointed Sys his Lieutenant in Cilicia, Syria, Anno 
and Paleſtine, left the Army with him, ſail'd to Athens, Mun.

_ Q. How did Herod manage the War againſt Anti- 
gonus? ä e | i” 
A. Antony ſent Machæras a Roman General to his 
Aſſiſtance, who going to the Walls of Jeru/alem to 
confer with Autigonus, was beaten back, which provok'd 
him to ſuch a Degree, that he ſlew all the Feu he met 
on his Retreat. On this Account Herod went to Samo— 
ſata to complain of this Outrage to Antony; but Ma- 
chæras followed, and reconciled him. During Herod's 
Abſence from Judæa, his Brother Fo/eph made an ill- 
projected Expedition againſt Fericho where he was him- 
{elf ſlain, and all his Men cut off; but Herod on his 
Return revenged his Death by gaining an abſolute Victo- 
ry over Pappas, a prime General of Antigonuss. 
Q. Whither did Antony go from Alexandria? | 
A. As ſoon as Spring began to come on, he failed 
to Arzhens with a great Fleet, and having there taken in 
his Wife O74, paſſed into Italy, purpoſing to aſſiſt 
OXavianus againſt Sextus Pompeius, which he out of 
Jealouſy not accepting, Antony returned into Syria, to 
make Preparation for the Parthian War, committing 
his Wife and Children to the Care of OFavianus. 
QQ. How did Herod go on with the Siege of jeru-

He firſt called in and examined into the "0 
phetick Books, Numbers of which having been diſper- 
led abroad, created vain Hopes and Fears in the Minds 
of his People; , of theſe he cauſed 2000 Volumes to be 
burnt, as ſpurious, reſerving only thoſe which bore the 
Name of ſome for - the:Ci4y/s of their Authors; theſe 
he put into two golden Cabinets, and laid them up 
in the Temple of Apollo, which he had built in the 
Palace. 

Q.. 1/7ho were 7570 Sibyls, 2%0ſe Oracles toere of ſo 
great Repute in the old Heathen Worl i, and were approved 
of, and ſo often appealed to, by be ancient Writers of the 
Chrittian Church? 

A. They were Women of ancient Times, ſaid to 
have been endu'd with a prophetical Spirit, and to have 
deliver'd Oracles, ſhewing the Fates and Deſtinies of 
Kingdoms; ten of which are mentioned in the Wri- 
tings of the Ancients, who all, from the eldeſt of them. 
being named Sila, were called Sibi; but who they 
were, or When or where they lived, different Authors, 
as to theſe Particulars write differently concerning 
them, and moſt they lay of them, is manifeſtly Fable 
and Fiction. 5

of among the Heathens in the ſeveral Places where they 


reſided, at length inſenſibly grew into Reputation, and 


might be received among them as Prophecies from their 
own Oracles, and moſt of them became grafted among 
the Oracles of the $754/;, as if they had come from 
them: Or perhaps God having ordained that the com- 


ing of his Son ſhould be foreſhewn to the Heathens, 


might do it from their own Oracle. Thus he forced 
Balaam to propheſy of the coming of his Son out of 
Jacob; thus the Magians came from the Eaſt to ae- 
knowledge and adore him ; and thus he forced the 
Devils themſelves when caſt forth by him, to own him 
to be the Sen of God, By theſe two means all the Pro- 
phecies ſpread, abroad among the Heathens concerning 
him and his Kingdom, whether Siehlline or others, were 
firſt introduced among them.

2995 tort Confeſſions : Hereon Alexander was caſt in Priſon 
and loaded with Irons. 


Q How was this Matter made up between them ? 


A. Arcbelaus King of Cappadocia, whoſe Daughter ; 


Alexander had married, coming to Feruſalem, ſet all to 
3996 Rights again. In this Year Herod finiſhed the building 
of the Temple, and celebrated the Dedication of it with 
great Pomp and Splendour, which Day falling in with 


the ſame Day of the Year, in which Herod firſt came to 


the Crown; much augmented the Solemnity : And it was 
requiſite this Houſe ſhould be thus repaired, when the 
Lord thereof was coming to it; for within leis than 
four Years Chrift was born. The Pontifictes at Rome, 
having from the Time that Julius Cæſar reformed the 
Kalendar, made every third, inflead of every fourth Year 


Lieap-Year; by which Error, three Days were added to 


the Roman, Year, more than ſhould be: Auguſtus, as 
Hieh-Prieft, rectified this Miſtake, and a Decree paſſed 
the Senate, that the Month hitherto called Sextilis, 


ſhould from his Name be called Auguſtus, and ſo it hath 


been ever ſince. About this Time Horace the Poet,
